Park, solar array proposed at Itickahoe farm

Mayor’s task force will make recommendation to City Council on Monday 


A solar array and increased 
recreation opportunities for Feed¬ 
ing Hills residents are a couple 
of the ideas sitting on the table 
for utilizing the 292 acres of the 
Tuckahoe Turf Farm property. 

Mayor William Sapelli has a 


special committee investigating 
potential uses for the proper¬ 
ty, operating since August, and 
is ready to present its ideas at 
the next City Council meeting 
on Monday, Oct. 15. The propos¬ 
al includes using 26 acres along

Pine Street, or a similar parcel in 
the northwestern corner of the 
property, near South West Street, 
for a solar array. Income from the 
5 megawatt array could be used 
to fund other improvements to 
the other 266 acres of the former 


farm, located between Pine and 
South West streets. 

“It’s been sitting there for 25 
to 30 years and we thought we 
should do something with that 
space,” Sapelli said. “There’s a lot 
of recreation in Agawam with

Big E: We 
will work 
together 
on traffic

The Big E says it’s doing what 
it can, and willing to do what¬ 
ever it must, to minimize its im¬ 
pact on local roads and keep the 
next three years — with the Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge under con¬ 
struction — from turning into 17- 
day traffic jams. 

Agawam city councilors criti¬ 
cized the fair at their Oct. 1 meet¬ 
ing, stating that this year’s record 
attendance at the Big E had led 
to unacceptable traffic snarls 
throughout Agawam, particularly 
on weekends. 

The complaints continued at 
a meeting about the state’s Mor- 
gan-Sullivan Bridge reconstruc¬ 
tion project on Oct. 2 in West 
Springfield, when Agawam res¬ 
idents said the Big E should be 
doing more to ease traffic over 
the next three years, when the 
bridge will be reduced to one lane 
in each direction. 

Some commenters said the 
problem is traffic from Connecti¬ 
cut, which cuts through local

Volunteers, local vendors power Harvest Festival

Before 7 a.m. on Saturday, Oct. 
13, volunteers and vendors will be 
up early in School Street Park set¬ 
ting up the annual Agawam Har¬ 
vest Festival. 

Rosemary Sandlin, longtime 
member of the Agawam Rotary 
Club and its first female president 
in 1991, coordinates all the early 
morning setup activities for the 
vendors since Sue deVillier moved 
the festival from Phelps School to 
School Street Park in 2012. 

“I get to meet every one of the 
vendors, and they’re usually local 
people from the town of Agawam 
and the Pioneer Valley,” Sandlin 
said. “It highlights what the Rota¬ 
ry is all about and highlights what 
Agawam is about. We are very 
proud of the town of Agawam.” 

“I truly would not get through set 
up without Rosemary’’ deVillier said. 

Sandlin, who is also a city coun¬ 
cilor and former state representa¬ 
tive, has volunteered at many events 
during more than 30 years with the 
Rotary Club. The Harvest Festival is 
one of the yearly fundraisers for the 
organization and it helps fund a vari¬ 
ety of scholarships and projects. This 


year, the Rotary will have four schol¬ 
arships available for high school se¬ 
niors that are at least $500 each. 

Last year, the group purchased 
backpacks for elementary students 
that didn’t have the resources for 
one, and Sandlin added they are 
working towards a long-term goal 
of purchasing a police dog for the 
town next year. 

“I know it’s for a worthy cause,” 
she said. “These are substantial 
scholarships for students. We do a 
lot for the community. We wouldn’t 
be able to have [the festival] with¬ 
out all the volunteers.” 

This year’s Harvest Festival is 


loaded with food, music, activities 
and family fun from 10 a.m. to 3 
p.m. at School Street Park on Satur¬ 
day, Oct. 13. One of those vendors 
includes Feeding Hills’ own Betty 
Sosnowich. Owner of her own dog 
treats business, Paws-A-Tively De¬ 
lectable, Sosnowich is heading into 
her seventh year of Harvest Festival 
participation and the community 
keeps bringing her back. 

“It’s a very well-organized and 
the reception from the community 
is wonderful,” Sosnowich said. “I 
have a good customer base in Aga¬ 
wam. It’s nice knowing there are a 
lot of people that are interested in 


what you’re doing.” 

A Feeding Hills resident since 
1967, Sosnowich bakes her own 
dog treats at home. When she isn’t 
at her full-time job as a visual spe¬ 
cialist at Kohl’s, she’s at home bak¬ 
ing. She sells dozens and dozens 
of treats, bones, specialty flavored 
bones and mini-treats. As loyal cus¬ 
tomers come back year after year, 
Sosnowich gets the added joy of 
being able to watch pets grow from 
little puppies into a dog. 

“You get to see a lot people and 
a lot of friends,” she said. “It’s en¬ 
joyable.” 

In addition to the delicious dog 
treats, the Agawam High School 
cheerleaders will perform, Rosie 
Robotics will have a display, a DJ, a 
bounce house, family martial arts, 
a performance from the Academy 
for Artistic Performance. A pan¬ 
cake breakfast for veterans will be 
held at 9:30 a.m. 

DeVillier said each booth is 
charged $25 to cover the DJ and band 
costs. It’s not a huge moneymaker for 
the organization, but it accomplishes 
its key purpose — a fim gathering for 
friends, neighbors and visitors. 

“We don’t make a lot of money,” 
deVillier said. “The goal is to have a 
nice community event.”

November’s ballot question calling for 
patient limits for nurses in Massachusetts 
hospitals has left healthcare staff and in¬ 
dustry leaders bitterly divided. 

The fiercely debated Question 1 will ap¬ 
pear on the Nov. 6 ballot as one of three ref¬ 
erendum votes. 

If approved, the measure would set in 
law a maximum number of patients that a 
nurse would be allowed to monitor or care 
for. The exact number varies depending on 
the clinical situation. 

Healthcare providers, such as hospitals, 
that fail to meet the patient limit standards 
would be fined up to $25,000 per violation. 

The call to set the patient limits comes 
after years of advocacy work done in favor 
of adopting the measure on the part of pro¬ 
gressive groups within the state, including 
the members of the Massachusetts Nurses 
Association union. 

At a public information session at the 
Barre Senior Center last week, MNA repre¬ 
sentatives, including field organizer James 
Bedard, as well as several nurses from with¬ 
in the community spoke with residents 
about why they feel Question 1 is a neces¬ 
sity for patient safety. 

Serving as a behavioral specialist and 
coming from a family of individuals work¬ 
ing in the health industry, Bedard said that 
it is those who work at the bedsides of pa¬ 
tients that have a stake in the issue. 

“We came to this question in the course 
of our fight over the past 20 to make health¬ 
care better for patients and for the ones 
who are providing it,” said Bedard. “This 
question impacts everyone, because we all 
end up as a patient at one point or another.” 

Bedard and his fellow proponents of the 
law have said that they have found that 77 
percent of registered nurses in Massachu¬ 
setts have reported that they have been as¬ 
signed too many patients at one time. 

Bedard added that for over 20 years, 
nurses had been advocating for limits, with 
hospitals reluctant to bargain and with 
many officials at the state level also unwill¬ 
ing to advocate on their behalf. 

“Their ability to provide adequate and 
necessary medical treatment in hospitals 
in Massachusetts becomes diminished 
with every patient that is added to that 
nurses’ assignment,” said Bedard. 

Kathy Logan and Anne Hamilton, both 
nurses of over 40 years, each said that the 
issue is one of safety for both nurses and 
patients, and one that should have been 
implemented years prior. 

“We don’t want out patients to suffer 
any more,” said Logan, a nurse at UMass 
Medical Center in Worcester for the past 
35 years. She asked attendees to imagine 
themselves or their loved ones in a hospital 
bed pressing a nurse call button and having 
no one come. 

Logan cited the legislation set in place 
by the state of California in 2004 mandat¬ 
ing staff-to-patient ratios and how their 
healthcare system has greatly improved 
since that time, with better patient out¬ 
comes and less burnout among hospital 
staff. 

Despite work done by the nurses asso¬ 
ciation in 2013 to change hospital policies 
on nurse ratios with critical care patients, 
Logan said that in five years little has been 
done in way of improvements, and that 
when a patient comes in with an emer¬ 
gency in Massachusetts, that there is still a 


chance the attending nurse could be han¬ 
dling the treatment of five to six additional 
patients. 

“There’s no penalty for the hospitals,” 
said Logan. “There is no incentive for them 
to maintain the ratios.” 

“We have been met at every point with 
resistance from the hospitals,” said Hamil¬ 
ton, a long-time maternity nurse. 

She said that while she has been for¬ 
tunate to have strict and safe standards 
in her area of the hospital, those in other 
areas, including in critical care, have been 
less fortunate. 

“This is about the patients and their 
safety. This is not about the nurses,” said 
Hamilton. 

Hospitals oppose 

Hospitals throughout the state, includ¬ 
ing Baystate hospitals and medical centers 
in Springfield, Palmer and Ware, as well as 
Holyoke Medical Center, have opposed the 
measure. They say it would diminish cru¬ 
cial services offered to their patients and to 
their communities. 

Officials with Baystate have said that 
the measure would likely cost their hospi¬ 
tals over $5 million, while representatives 
from Holyoke Medical Center have said 
that it will similarly cost them an estimated 
$6 million in services, calling the measure 
“rigid,” as it would mandate that all health¬ 
care providers adhere to the same rules for 
staffing ratios in all patient care areas, re¬ 
gardless of hospital size or specific needs. 

“We know that when it comes to health 
care, the people on the front lines providing 
care know what is best for their patients,” 
said Molly Gray, a registered nurse, vice 
president, and chief nursing officer for Bay- 
state Wing Hospital in Palmer and Baystate 
Mary Lane Outpatient Center in Ware. 

“The government cannot mandate de¬ 
cisions that are owed to our experienced 
and skilled professional nurses,” Gray said. 
“This ballot question will negatively affect 
the quality of care we are able to provide, 
and seriously limit access to care through¬ 
out the community.” 

Statements from both Baystate as well 


as Holyoke have cited an independent 
study conducted by Masslnsight and BW 
Research Partners examining the impact 
of Question 1 estimating that it could cost 
the state’s healthcare system and estimated 
$1.3 billion in its first year and up to $900 
million every year after if implemented. 

Baystate has further cited that maxi¬ 
mum patient ratios would lead to extensive 
wait times for patients seeking emergen¬ 
cy treatment and up to 40 percent fewer 
patients visiting the ER, 45 percent fewer 
staffed beds, and 30 percent fewer patients 
in need of mental health services seeking 
treatment. 

“Every patient is different, with unique 
needs that need to be catered to using each 
nurses’ specialty, expertise, and compas¬ 
sion,” said Raymond Kopacko, a registered 
nurse at Baystate Wing Hospital. “Question 
1 treats every patient and every nurse as a 
number in an equation. Patient care will 
suffer as a result of this ill-advised law.” 

Amendment, discrimination also on ballot 

In addition to Question 1, voters will ad¬ 
ditionally be asked to decide upon the es¬ 
tablishment of a 15-member citizen com¬ 
mission to propose and advocate for a U.S. 
constitutional amendment to deny that 
corporations have the same constitutional 
rights as individuals. 

The committee set up by a “yes” vote 
on Question 2 would review political and 
election spending in Massachusetts, and 
the effects of the Citizens United decision 
by the U.S. Supreme Court before delivering 
its report by the end of 2019. 

Question 3 allows voters to weigh in on 
a 2016 law that added gender identity to 
the list of prohibited grounds for discrimi¬ 
nation in places of public accommodation, 
such as restaurants and locker rooms. 

Proponents of a “no” vote say the cur¬ 
rent law is too broad and would allow indi¬ 
viduals to access areas such as bathrooms 
normally reserved to the opposite sex in¬ 
creasing the likelihood of invasion of priva¬ 
cy or assault. 

A “yes” vote would make no change in 
the current law.

Make a fire 
safety plan 

T he theme of this year’s Fire Pre¬ 
vention Week campaign, “Look. 
Listen. Learn. Be Aware. Fire Can 
Happen Anywhere,” reminds us that no 
matter how much you plan in advance, 
accidents can happen and fire safety 
means constant awareness. 

Most fatal fires occur in the home. 
Though home is where we feel safest, 
that complacency can breed careless¬ 
ness. “Look” — take a good, hard look 
around your home and find the fire haz¬ 
ards. Look for frayed wires and exposed 
power cords. Look for dry cloth and pa¬ 
per near hot appliances, including light 
bulbs. Look at the kitchen and the fire¬ 
place. Sometimes accidental fires hap¬ 
pen exactly where you’d expect them to. 

“Listen” — when that smoke alarm 
goes off, you may have just minutes to 
escape your home safely. There won’t 
be time to plan in the heat of the mo¬ 
ment. Make sure everyone in the house, 
including small children, knows what 
that sound means, and knows what to 
do and where to go. Designate a meeting 
place a safe distance from the house. Of 
course, there won’t be anything to listen 
for if your smoke alarms aren’t working 
or aren’t installed. Take a moment now, 
during Fire Prevention Week, to check 
that those fire and carbon monoxide 
detectors are working properly. Smoke 
alarms last about 10 years, and should 
be tested monthly. Alkaline batteries 
should be replaced at least once a year, 
or biannually (preferably) at the begin¬ 
ning and end of daylight saving time. 

“Learn”—figure out two ways to es¬ 
cape every room in the house, even if 
one of those routes is through a window. 
The preferred route may be blocked by a 
fire. Make sure that every escape door or 
window can be opened easily and is kept 
clear of clutter. 

Children practice fire drills in school 
at least four times each year. Families 
should also have home fire drills so they 
can practice their home escape plans, 
according to State Fire Marshal Peter 
Ostroskey. Two ways out of every room, 
safe routes to exits, and a meeting place 
away from the house are components of 
a proper home escape plan. 

The Department of Fire Services offers 
these tips on creating a home escape plan: 

• Have a family planning session. 
Draw a map of your home, identifying 
two ways out of every room. * Include 
the routes out of each room. 

• Teach the route and meeting place 
to everyone. 

• Practice. Hold a fire drill during the 
day and one at night. 

• Make sure your house number is 
visible from the road so the Fire Depart¬ 
ment can locate your home. 

Escape plans are not just for fami¬ 
lies; businesses should also review emer¬ 
gency plans and evacuation routes with 
employees. With so little time to leave a 
building in a fire, preparation and prac¬ 
tice is the best way to remember the plan. 

“And once out, stay out,” Ostroskey 
says. “Never go back into the home or 
workplace even if it looks safe. Things can 
be replaced. You cannot be replaced.”

I t did not take very long for humanity to sink to 
the depths of depravity.

But there is a trend in society allow¬ 
ing people to openly attack others with 
their words. These volleys of verbal as¬ 
sault sting, slice and slaughter people’s 
character and reputation with vitriol and fury that 
far surpasses the use of conventional weapons. A 
gun or knife will kill the person and their presence 
will be no more. An unfiltered, hate-filled battering 
using words leaves painful scars and invites retri¬ 
bution to protect one’s person and return fire with 
furious venom that only further degrades humani¬ 
ty. We have failed to become better people and are 
quickly descending into a dark place, leaving the 
next generation having to deal with our carnage. 

Interestingly, this is not a new phenomenon, al¬ 
though the global impact can be instantaneous with 
the touch of a finger. French mathematician and 
philosopher Blaise Pascal said, “Cold words freeze 
people, and hot words scorch them, and bitter words 


make them bitter, and wrathful words make them 
wrathful. Kind words also produce their image on 
men’s souls; and a beautiful image it is. They smooth, 
and quiet, and comfort the hearer.” 

Solomon said, “A word aptly spoken 
is like apples of gold in settings of silver.” 

Listen to the words of Jesus’ brother 
James: “Consider what a great forest is 
set on fire by a small spark. The tongue 
also is a fire, a world of evil among the 
parts of the body. It corrupts the whole 
body, sets the whole course of one’s life 
on fire, and is itself set on fire by hell... 
no human being can tame the tongue. 
It is a restless evil, full of deadly poi¬ 
son. With the tongue we praise our Lord 
and Father, and with it we curse human 
beings, who have been made in God’s likeness.” 

As a pastor and a follower of Christ, I freely admit 
my failure in controlling my tongue sometimes. I also 
am embarrassed by the speech of others who claim 
to follow Christ. Everyone is capable of hurting their 
family, friends and enemies with their words. You 
know this is true, because you have just remembered 
a moment you wish you could take your words back. 
I know faith matters for our eternal future, but our 
words matter today, so let’s make a commitment to 
watch what we say and write for the good of every¬ 
one. And remember, it isn’t going to be easy!

Vote early at Senior Ctr. 
daily starting Oct. 22 


Town Clerk Vincent Gioscia 
announced last week that all 
registered voters will again be 
able to vote before Election Day 
in Massachusetts. Early voting 
will begin on Oct. 22 and con¬ 
tinue through Nov. 2. 

In Agawam, early voting 
will be available in person at 
the Senior Center, 954 Main St., 
Agawam, from 8:30 a.m. to 4:30 
every weekday during the two- 
week early voting period. Voting 
hours will be extended to 7 p.m. 
on Thursday, Oct. 25. The town 
will also offer early voting from 
10 a.m. to 2 p.m. Saturday, Oct. 
27, also in the Senior Center. 
These dates and times are differ¬ 
ent from the early schedule ad¬ 
opted in 2016, the first year early 
voting was offered. 

Registered voters also have 
the option to request an early 
voting ballot through the mail. 
Applications may be found at 
www.sec.state.ma.us/ele. Com¬ 
pleted applications may be 
mailed or dropped off at the 


clerk’s office on the first floor of 
Town Hall, 36 Main St., Agawam, 
MA 01001. 

Unlike absentee voting, ear¬ 
ly voting is for every registered 
voter. Registered voters do not 
need an excuse or reason, such 
as travel plans, medical or reli¬ 
gious restrictions, for early vot¬ 
ing. Absentee ballots are still 
available for those who qualify 
for them. 

Once a voter has cast an ear¬ 
ly voting or absentee ballot, the 
voter may no longer vote at the 
polls on Election Day. The elec¬ 
tion is Tuesday, Nov. 6. 

All voters — early, absentee 
or Election Day — must be regis¬ 
tered to vote by Wednesday, Oct. 
17. Massachusetts residents can 
check their registration status 
at www.sec.state.ma.us/ele and 
register to vote at www.Register- 
ToVoteMA.com or in person at 
the town clerk’s office.

in town have made Agawam much 
better to live in.” 

Henry’s wife of 55 years, Tere¬ 
sa, said that it was a very moving 
moment for him. 

“It’s wonderful that the town 
and the townspeople, spearhead¬ 
ed by Pam, did this for him,” she 
said. “He’s not one to express him¬ 
self with words, but you can tell it 
really affected him today to have 
this happen. It was kind of diffi¬ 
cult to keep it all secret.” 

Kozloski has been a member 
of the Conservation Commission 
since 1970 and has also worked 
on the Community Preservation 
Act Committee since its inception 
in 2001, along with Bonfiglio. 

“I owe it to him for bringing me 
in. He’s been great to me,” Bonfi¬ 
glio said. “We started out together 
at the beginning of the CPAC and 
we learned together. Henry was in¬ 
strumental in the creation of this 
park. He played a huge role in get¬ 
ting the funding for this and help¬ 
ing move the park along. I think 
this is the perfect spot for him.” 

“It’s nice that he can enjoy 
this,” Mayor Sapelli said. “He stays 
with it, he chairs them, he’s at 
meetings at night, he actually still 
walks properties for the Conser¬ 
vation Commission when there’s 
an issue. He’s amazing.” 

Sapelli said during the cere¬ 
mony that despite the plaque and 
the citation for Kozloski, he’s not 
allowed to leave his duties for the 
town yet. 

“You’re not going anywhere,” 
Sapelli told Henry. 

The man of the hour was vis¬ 
ibly moved by the ceremony and 
reflected that everything he has 
done in town through his service 
and volunteer work has been to, 
hopefully, make it a better place for 
the residents to enjoy. He empha¬ 
sized that it was not just himself 
that accomplished improvements 
over the years, but an entire team 
of great people at Town Hall. 

“Seeing the town have the 
things for the community — such 
as nice park for the kids to play 
and the adults to come, the con¬ 
certs, it’s been a neat thing for the 
people of Agawam to go for either 


passive or active recreation,” Hen¬ 
ry said. “I just think it makes Aga¬ 
wam a better place to live in. Peo¬ 
ple in both commissions always 
did their job, and that’s the most 
important thing. We were always 
able to come up and get projects 
done. It made Agawam better.” 

Henry noted that he wishes 
sometimes things could be done 
quicker than policies and proce¬ 
dures allow, but is pleased with the 


work that has been and continues 
to be done. He said that they are be¬ 
coming more concerned with en¬ 
vironmentally friendly issues than 
when he first joined the Conserva¬ 
tion Commission 48 years ago. 

“We’re starting to do more to 
protect the environment,” he ex¬ 
plained. “Hopefully we can keep 
doing that and protecting our wet¬ 
lands and natural environment 
and make it a nice place to live.”

roads in Agawam to get to the fair from 
Enfield and Suffield. Agawam resident 
Donna Jago, for one, suggested that the 
Big E should set up satellite parking lots 
in Connecticut to bring in fairgoers by 
bus, reducing the number of cars travel¬ 
ing through Agawam. 

In a prepared response released last 
week, the Eastern States Exposition said 
it “is constantly looking for ways to use 
mass transit and is working with Con¬ 
necticut DOT on identifying opportuni¬ 
ties in the state.” 

The fair said it will continue to run 
shuttles to Union Station in Springfield 
so that passengers on CTRail — the new 
commuter train from New Haven to 
Springfield — can attend the Big E. It is 
also open to “continuing to adopt best 
practices on traffic flow” in cooperation 
with state and local officials. 

“We understand the challenges we 
create and accept responsibility,” the re¬ 
sponse states. “We are continually seek¬ 
ing ways to make improvements. We have 
a broad spectrum of services that we co¬ 
ordinate, and Agawam has always had 
a seat at the table. We have never shied 
away from our responsibilities to Aga¬ 
wam and have always had open dialogue 


with the mayor’s office and law enforce¬ 
ment.” 

Traffic planning for this year’s Big E 
started in August with Agawam public 
safety officials and the Massachusetts 
Emergency Management Agency in at¬ 
tendance, the response said. MassDOT 
was also included in subsequent meet¬ 
ings. The exposition said it’s had a seat 
at the table on bridge work planning 
throughout the process. 

“The exposition has been trying to 
raise awareness about this project for two 
years,” according to the statement. “ESE 
has been proactive throughout this pro¬ 
cess and we are happy the town of Aga¬ 
wam is paying it attention.” 

The fair has granted both permanent 
and temporary easements for the bridge 
project. 

The exposition’s response also noted 
some of the benefits Agawam derives 
from having “New England’s great state 
fair” just over the bridge. The exposi¬ 
tion employs 46 contractors from Aga¬ 
wam and Feeding Hills, paying them 
$1,129,591, and 188 employees from 
town, a payroll of $317,131. The fair also 
spends $46,878 in detail payments to 
Agawam police officers, and distributes 
4,100 vouchers for free after-school ad¬ 
mission to Agawam students, a value of 
$61,500.

Another girl playing for 
the Brownies golf team this 
fall is junior Emily Bonfigilo. 

“Angela and Alia have 
been playing golf their 
whole lives. Emily is a bit 
newer to the sport and this 
is her first year on the team,” 
Costanzi said. “All three of 
them are great golfers and 
it’s been fantastic having 
them on our team. I would 
love to see girls golf teams 
eventually in Western Mass.” 

In previous years, any 
girl golfer playing for a 
boys team wasn’t allowed 
to compete for individual 
titles at sectional tourna¬ 
ments. The Massachusetts 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Association’s Board of Di¬ 
rectors recently voted to 
change that rule. The new 
rule will allow the three 
girls on the Agawam golf 
team to play in this year’s 
Western Mass, tournament 
if they’re able to qualify. 

“The old MIAA rule said 
that a girl could participate 
as a member of a golf team 
if her high school didn’t 
have a girls golf team,” Cos¬ 
tanzi said. “But they weren’t 
allowed to compete in the 
individual tournament 
because their individual 
tournament was held in 
the springtime. The MIAA 
decided to change the rule 
this fall, which is a very 
good thing, in my opinion. 
Both the girls and boys will 
be playing from the same 
tee box at the Western 
Mass, tournament.” 

Garvin, who’ll be play¬ 
ing golf at the University of 
Maryland next year, cap¬ 
tured the Western Mass. 
Girls Golf Championship 
on Oct. 5 at the Ledges Golf 
Club in South Hadley, for 
the second year in a row. 

Garvin finished her 
round with a 73, which 
was nine shots better than 
Godek, who finished in sec¬ 
ond place. 

Garvin, who didn’t play 
golf as a sophomore, has 
been the Brownies’ top golf¬ 
er this fall. 

“Angela is just a consis¬ 
tent golfer,” Costanzi said. 
“Anybody can hit a good 
shot or make a good putt 


once in a while, but she 
always makes good shots. 
She’s incredibly focused out 
on the course and she never 
gets down on herself. She’s 
also one of the team lead¬ 
ers, along with Alia.” 

Last spring, Godek, who’s 
the Brownies second golfer, 
finished in eighth place at 
the New England champi¬ 
onships, which were held in 
New Hampshire. It was the 
first time that Godek had 
qualified for that tourna¬ 
ment. She has qualified for 
the girl’s state tournament 
the past three years. 

Godek, who has not made 
a college decision yet, would 
like to continue playing golf 
at the collegiate level. She’s 
also the captain of the Aga¬ 
wam ski team in the winter 
and the captain of the girls’ 
tennis team in the spring. 

Godek, who joined the 
varsity golf team as a fresh¬ 
man, really enjoys having 
the other two girls on this 
year’s golf team. 

“Angela was a member 
of the golf team as a fresh¬ 
man and junior, so it’s been 
a lot of fun playing golf with 
her. Emily decided to join 
the team this year, which 
was awesome,” Godek said. 
“It’s a lot of fun playing with 
both of them, but I also en¬ 
joy playing with the boys.” 

Smith is the Brownies’ 
third golfer. 

“Brandon has played golf 
for either the JV or varsity 
team for the past four years,” 
Costanzi said. “He normally 
shoots between the high 30s 
and low 40s for nine holes. 
He’s been playing very well 
for us this year.” 

The other two members 
of the senior class listed on 
the Brownies golf roster 
are Pat Drake and Joe Na- 
politan, who’s normally the 
team’s fourth golfer. 

Rounding out the 
Brownies varsity golf roster 
are juniors Matt Flagg, Mi¬ 
chael Santore, Zach Moc- 
cio, and James Typrowicz. 

There are also 11 golf¬ 
ers playing for the Agawam 
junior varsity golf team, 
which is coached by Todd 
Rowley this year. 

“Because we have the 
JV golf team, we don’t have 
to make any cuts,” Costanzi 
said.

Brownie runners off to a fast start

Expectations were high coming 
into the season for the AHS cross 
country program, and while it is ear¬ 
ly in the season, to date there have 
been no disappointments. 

In 2017, the girls program made it 
to the state championship meet for 
the first time in the school’s history 
by virtue of their third-place finish in 
the Western Mass, championships. It 
was a fitting way for Coach Bill Dillon 
to retire after 21 years at the helm. 
Qualifying for the state champion¬ 
ship is significant in a sport where 
Western Massachusetts is domi¬ 
nated by towns with active youth 
programs. To make it even more 
noteworthy, every varsity runner for 
Agawam was an underclassman. 

With the team transitioning to 
first-year coach Katelyn Dever, the 
girls have returned even stronger 
and determined to go back to states 
for the second consecutive year. Led 


by sophomore Sarah Ross, who has 
won every race she has run this year, 
the team in now 5-0 with convinc¬ 
ing wins over West Springfield, East 
Longmeadow, Belchertown, South- 
wick, and South Hadley, and also 
had a dominating performance in 
winning the annual Ted Dutlkiewicz 
Memorial Invitational. 

Team depth is why Agawam is so 
strong again this year. In addition to 
the speed of Sarah Ross, the “pack” in¬ 
cludes senior co-captains Erin Dustin 
and Sara Sonsini, with Kim Beaver, 
Kate Dustin, Miranda Kamukala and 
Mia Hastings rounding out a top seven 
that is the envy of most Western Mas¬ 
sachusetts coaches. Ready to contrib¬ 
ute whenever needed are seniors Lena 
Tedeschi and Alex Taylor, as well as a 
number of promising underclassmen. 

While the season is still young, 
Coach Dever could not have asked 
for a better start from her girls. 

On the boys’ side, the team depth 
and experience level are not quite 
the same as the girls’, but there have 


been some outstanding individual 
improvements week to week, and the 
future is looking bright. The team is 
led by senior co-captains Jason Bea¬ 
ver and Josh Conway, and is 2-3 with 
a win over East Longmeadow and 
Southwick and a fourth-place finish 
at the Ted Dutlkiewicz Memorial In¬ 
vitational. Like Sara Ross, Jason Bea¬ 
ver is considered one of the strongest 
runners in Western Mass, again this 
year, and he has also won every race 
he has entered this season, setting 
two course records in the process. 

On Thursday, Oct. 11, the seniors 
will race their home course at Rob¬ 
inson State Park for the final time 
in their careers with a meet against 
Holyoke, and then teams will head 
up to Northfield for the Baystate In¬ 
vitational on Saturday, Oct. 13. The 
Baystate Invitational will be Bea¬ 
ver and Ross’ first test this season 
against some of the best runners in 
the state, and it should set them, as 
well as the girls team, up for the final 
half of the season.

solar could be earmarked specifically 
to develop the rest of the property for 
passive and active recreation.” 

The Tuckahoe Turf Farm Commit¬ 
tee is chaired by Planning and Com¬ 
munity Development Director Marc 
Strange and includes Assistant Plan¬ 
ner Pamela Kerr, Conservation Com¬ 
mission Chairman Henry Kozloski, 
attorney Scott Skolnick and Allied 
Floor & Paint owner Mario Tedeschi. 

Strange explained that the com¬ 
mittee did a site visit in September 
and think there’s potential to use the 
10-acre pond in the middle of the 
property as a recreational hub and 
surround it with walking trails, bike 
trails and possibly a community gar¬ 
den. He said they are also are looking 
at the possibility of using some of the 
space for baseball and soccer fields. 

“It was really beautiful. I think 
there’s an opportunity there for pas¬ 
sive recreation,” he said. “These are 
preliminary ides that we’ve had as we 
move forward.” 

The first step is to see what coun¬ 
cilors think of the ideas the commit¬ 
tee has put together. If it’s approved, 
Strange said they will hire a consul¬ 
tant to conduct a feasibility study to 
determine what ideas are, or aren’t, 


the best fit for the area. Sapelli said 
that funding for a future feasibility 
study could come from Communi¬ 
ty Preservation Act funds, but the 
council has the final say. 

“That would be up to the council, 
if they agree with the thought pro¬ 
cess and the plan itself, they’re re¬ 
sponsible for funding it,” Sapelli said. 

Strange said that if the council 
gives approval to proceed with a fea¬ 
sibility study, it probably would hap¬ 
pen next year. 

“We’d have to get out there before 
the snow falls so the time frame is 
kind of tight for that,” Strange said. 
“It’d probably be in the spring after 
the snow melted.” 

The Parks and Recreation Depart¬ 
ment completed a needs assessment 
in June, which identified a lack of rec¬ 
reation options for Feeding Hills. The 
full plan is available on the Parks and 
Rec page at www.agawam.ma.us. Sa¬ 
pelli sees this as an opportunity to 
dig into the identified need. 

“[That comprehensive study] was 
part of the impetus to get Marc and I 
looking at this,” Sapelli said. “Instead 
of letting it sit there, let’s be proac¬ 
tive and get something that’s needed, 
that’s good for the environment with 
the solar and good for the communi¬ 
ty with passive and active recreation 
in Feeding Hills.”
